Next year, Vector 
Tobacco plans to 
release Omni Free, 
which uses the same 
treatment along with a 
new type of tobacco 
genetically engineered 
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to contain no nicotine. 

The company said it is 
investing $100 million in 
its "less-hazardous" 
smoking products. 
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
